Early dubbed 
the Stormy Petrel of the coming social revolution, his outpourings were a 
besom of wrath against the powers that prey. His wealth enabled him to 
organize a word-factory never surpassed in history. With branch works 
in all the principal cities, his daily output of fierce phrases was immeasur- 
able, grand, awe-inspiring. Then he was all unrestrained impulse—the 
passionate pleader for the poor and smiter of the rich, the pledged chief of 
the masses and constant foe of the classes. To-day how changed! The 
raucous voice has been tuned, the billingsgate abolished, and calm dignity 
sits where once a fury reigned. Behold the great conservative! Polished 
platitude now, then terrific arraignment of the plunderbund. Now a rich 
man is a very decent sort of fellow; then he was a ravaging plague.

The multitudinous efforts of a frenzied prosecution to pul- 
verize the Standard Oil Company are based upon a law that is now in its 
eighteenth year. A law eighteen years old is undeniably ancient. The 
principal legislative battle-piece of the federal war on wicked trusts was 
devised something over twenty years ago. Laws that survive twenty 

















years in this fluid age are positively antediluvian. The ordinary man is 
apt to believe the recent prosecuting furore is due to some new, drastic 
legislation put on the statute-books by President Roosevelt; but the Sher- 
man anti-trust act and the Interstate Commerce act antedate the Roosevelt 





- commandments, which are quite ancient and rather pointed. 


Just why these laws have developed such terr 
fying potency in their dotage we do not know, but the newly-discovere: 
efficiency of old enactments suggests the reflection that perhaps older en- 
actments still are charged with reformatory powers hitherto unsuspected. 
Some statesman, no doubt, will arise shortly and surprise the world by 
drawing on these old reserves of legislative wisdom and power. A tolerably 
ancient enactment is entitled the Constitution of the United States of 
America, and the preamble thereto, which supplies the spirit in which that 
instrument was conceived, is known as the Declaration of Independence. 
These mildewed documents, studied in the light of a new age with its new 
problems, might be found to be charged with a radicalism equal to the most 
drastic demands of justice and at the same time full of a sanity and con- 
servatism that would alarm no honest man.
